In the 2020 election, 66 percent of college students who were registered to vote cast their ballots 

— an increase of 14 percentage points over the 2016 presidential election. Similarly, 

in the 2018 midterms, college student voter turnout doubled from 19 percent in 2014 to 40 

percent.

What happened? … (S)ome of the increase is likely due to get-out-the-vote initiatives 

conducted in colleges across the country. Stronger student turnout strengthens 

democracy and increases the likelihood that policymakers will pay attention to 

issues important to students, like student debt.
